It was
like vieiting n played-out Corn Poarl—a cocolle
4n her Inst days when the first two syllables are
gone out of the bubble-and-aqueak of existence,
and only the squeak remains. She bad come
down to the soup maigre of life, ufter having
dingered long, loth to depart, over the grouse
and phessant. ‘Bowme valuable dismonds shestill
retained, and one mognificent cluster she had
fastened around her neck. The furnlture of the
room was extremely cheap and common,
and the various articles of the tollet were
“slung" around with a greater regard to the
convenience of the moment than the eternal fit-
ness of things.

with no greater apparent flush either In her
face or emphasis, proudly trampling down her
sense of degradation, and boasting that right or
wrong she meant fo fight it out on that loe to
the latest day of her exlstence, definnily an-
nouncing that it was her princlple in life to do
as she plensed, without caring a —— what any-
bedy thought, the woman was a spectacle not
easy to be forgotten. She was one of those fas-
cloating sinners whose repentunce angels are
sald to rejolce over.
